Hi Bill, 


This is "huge" oscilloscope type device having the same dimensions and 
complexity of those old tube Tektronix Scopes (Model 545?). Would a 
device of that complexity be required for 60 Hz generator 
synchronization? From my high school electrical class I remember the 
crude light-dark method of generator synchronization using lamps and 


the more sophisticated device which had a rotating needle and monitored 
all phases. As the the generators were brought into phase, the needle 
revolved slower and slower. As it passed through zero value, the switch 
would be closed and both units would be on the grid. Seems I remember 
that device was called a Synchroscope but it was just a continuously 
rotating mechanical needle instrument nit a full blown scope. Today, I 
imagine a computer would be used for generator synchronization.

Jerry, 


Synchroscopes are typically used in power generating facilities 
where alternators are brought on-line and must be synchronized 
before cut-in. There are probably many other applications, this is 
one an old submarine sailor told me about.

The P-51 was not a pilfered British design. 

The Brits met with North American V.P. John Atwood 
and agreed to a preliminary concept which was 
based on an improved Curtus P-40. 

It was designed by North American and designated 
by the British nomenclature NA-73. 


The name "Mustang" was indeed given the aircraft 

by the British, because the RAF preferred using names to numbers. 
The brits ordered 320 NA-73 aircraft in May of 1940 

and an additional 300- designated NA-83 and known 

as the "Mustang Mark 1"- in September of 1940. 


The Mustangs were delivered and saw combat 

(photo recon and ground support for Dieppe 

and in the Low Countries) well before Pearl Harbor. 

The English eventually had 22 squadrons of Mustangs. 

They were outfitted with British tactical radios. 

I do not have a record of the nomenclatures of those radios. 


The Mustang entered American combat service in mid-1943 in 
the China-Burma-India theater with the 311th Fighter Bomber Group, 
which received Mustang Mark 1 (P-51A) aircraft. 

These aircraft and later models in the Pacific theater 
carried SCR-274N until late 1944, when SCR-522 and, 

much later, ARC-3 were installed in most (but not all) 

of these aircraft. P-51B and P-51C models 

had switches installed around the radio deck marked 
"SCR-274 / SCR-522."* In Europe, SCR-522 was used until 
late in the war when ARC-3 became available. 

Even the late "D" models (best know from all those 

war movies) carried the SCR-522« until late in 

the war. I can find no documentation of the 

ARC-1 being installed in the P-51, but doubtless 

it was at some time or another. Standard issue for 


the later P-51s in Korea was the ARC-3. 


Interesting asides: 

In the early P-51s with SCR-274, the set was installed 
with the "coffee grinders" and tuning cables. 

Getting rid of them was a Navy idea that 

was implemented in later AN/ARC-5 installations. 


The 1945 P-51H model carried the SCR-522.x 


The twin-seat TP-51D trainer built in 1951 had 
an SCR-274N BC-453 receiver for range and navigation.

Hue, Correct. The BC-1206 was made by Stechtel Carlson for one and the 
BC-1023 marker receiver was about the same size which had an audio 
output plus it drove the 3 lights for Airway, Outer and middle marker 
lights on the instrument panel. The audio output was through the range 
filter box. The different tones of the 75 MC markers is what control the 
lights and also audio tone. The lights were red, white and blue. The CW 
ID normally was the first 2 identifiers of the station and the middle 
was the last 2 LAX, outer LA and AX for middle. with airports with more 
than one ILS or instrument approach of course their would be other ID's. 
I still have a BC-1206 in black wrinkle. The BC-1023's were all 
unpainted as far as I know. they were also mounted out of sight in some 
little nook or cranny on a shock mount.

Time again to salute the Li'il LuLu, a 6M VFO transmitter that missed the 
Golden Age of 1958-58 by about 4 years. 


It all started with Ed Ladd, W2IDZ's, ham club project at Bell Labs In 
Whippany, NY. He took the 7 tube TX public and you can read reviews in 
August, 1993 QST or CQ for September of the same year. It seems about 
250 were made. 


There was a matching receiver, kinda. Best guess is they made five, in 
fact, and that would include the one in the add in QST for March, 1966, 
on page 117. 


Fate, which never misses a good gag, has made me the archivist of these 
things. Of course I have never seen one, but I have a list of about 
eight known to exist. I do have a prototype of a receive converter by 
the same Ed Ladd, so maybe that's how I got into it. 


But anyway, a LuLu commercial TX would be the most common of the rare, a 
Bell Labs ham club TX the next, and a RX would be rare indeed.
